FAIL, TO PROFIT- 


The wheat farmer, of course. wou!d 


profit by the higher price per bushel 
that he would receive for domestic 
wheat, but this docs not' take into ac- 
count the plight of the corn farmer, 
the cattle farmer, the cotton farmer, 
the dairy farmer and all the other 
kinds of farmers who make up the 
great body of agricultural strength, 
economically and politically in Amer- 
ica. This, therefore, is what the ad- 
ministration now asks the defenders 
of the McNary-Haugen plan to an- 
swer. The question really is: Do the 
wheat farmers wish to saddle the con- 
sumer—namely their brother farmers 
—with an extra expense for wheat 


• consumption? 
If they do. then will 


the senators and representatives from 
those states which have cattle, dairy, 
cotton.-corn and other farm products 
continue to support the McXary-Hau- 
gen plan? 
The proponents of the plan .have 


all along ben endeavoring to win sup- 
port from the farm groups other than 
wheat by offering to apply the same 
.principle of an equalization fee to 
keep up domestic prices, but the ques- 
tion then resolves itself into whether 
the added expense for 
consumable 


poods is offset by the higher revenue 
Trom the sale of products. 


PROBLEM LIKE TARIFF 


In many respects the problem if 


like .the tariff. What one section of 
the country wants in the form of pro- 
tection, another section protests Is -i 
high cost tacked on to consumable 
goods. . By a system of compromises, 
tariff bills have been written, but the 
present .agitation in the west against 
the Fordney-Cumber bill is consid- 
ered proof of what the difficulties are 
in writing a tariff that satisfies ail 
sections. Similarly tho question now 
is whether an equalization fee could 
be devised that could unite nil agri- 
cultural groups under a single stand- 
ard. Tho administration has counter- 
ed with a question that is purposely 
designed to divide the farm groups 
and whether the effort succeeds de- 
pends on how the western organiza- 
tions answer tho argument. If they 
do not answer it, the chances are the 


i president hiraself will offer it as one 


of his main reasons for declaring the 
plan of doubtful benefit to agriculture 
as A whole.

The race was exceedingly close all 


during the evening, with neither can 
dldate more than a few, votes ahead 
at any time. For a time Schwartz 
would have the lead and then it 
would veer to Zuehlke. About 3:30 
Wednesday morning the tabulation, 
after all the precincts were in, show- 
ed-that Zuehlke had won by 100 
votes.

If you would, return your 
empty cream bottles regularly as the 
cream is consumed you would 'still be 
using cream at the old rate. Our 
dairymen pay seven cents for each 
bottle they issue.' The same price 
is asked for all sizes of bottles, and 
one dealer was losing the bottles fast- 
er than he could order new ones. He 
lost on the average $50 every month 
on bottles alone. You will not buy 
cream? — Very well. Madam, that 'r 
your own affair. 
But if you do buy 


cream of this particular dealer you 
will have to pay for the container." 


Few realize the importance of the 


regular return of bottles to the pro 
ducer. As one dealei- explains, it ne- 
cessitates four sets of bottles In order 
to supply the customers of any given 
route. This means that one set of 
bottles shall be on hand for the sup- 
ply of the next day's milk while an 
other is on the route.
